OUR? RANCH 




I have fo turn back th* clock of my life 
many years to toke you os my guest to tKe 
rancK my father once owned. You con thus 
spend with us one éay ot the Bar-H Ranch. 
Durtng doys, or perhaps weeks, of the busy 
seoson when most of the men ore obsent on the 
round*ups, the door of the home ranch moy be 
closed. It moy be closed but not locked, for 
on the frontier locks and bors were unknown. 
The woys of the South atwoys flovored the life 
of the cottle country, whether in Texas or 
Wyoming, for more thon the woys of the North 
and Eosl. 

There is no lock upon the door of our ronch 
house, whether it be empty or occupied. It con- 
stitutes the only home the cowboy hos. Here 
he returns from the more active duties of the 
round-up or the drive ond tokes up the less 
exocting routine of everydoy ranch life. The 
cowboy is a horseman ond nothing more. 
Hence he hos Itttte i ncli nation for any work 
thot con not be done in the saddle. 

Thus. if the cowboy feels obliged to go out 
for wood, he goes out on horsebock. His ideo 
of the correct woy to get o log of wood to 
camp is to drog it at the end of his loriot. If 
o wagon is mired down in the quicksonds of 
a soft Crossing, the cowboy who comes to the 
aid of the driver does not dismount. He makes 
fost his rope to some holding place on the 
wagon ond trusts to his saddle girths for the 
rest. The cowboy hos o mild contempt for oli 
wolking ond driving men. In his own line of 
work he con be o mirocle of tireless energy. 

However, the day of ordinory ronch life •« 
not of great activity nor of hoste. The chores 
which the cowpuncher considers within his 
province tfre very few ond simple. If in the 
Winter some horses ore kept up under feed 
Ir. the ronch stables, he moy feed his own 
horse, but no other mon's. The doy at the ranch 
begins eorly, for by doybreok the men hove 
slept enough. There is little to induce them to 
»tay up lote at ntght. As o ruie, the cowboys 
ore rather sllent men, However, not $o silent 
as the meloncholy sheep herders. A cowboy 
who is •■ mouthy" ii nol uiuolly in high repute 
ot o cow comp. 

The cook, is of course, the first one up obout 
the ptoce. Af ter work, if it hoppens to be cold, 
the firtt werk is ottending the riding horses 



kept in the stobles. Behind eoch horse in the 
stoble is o tong wooden peg upon which hang 
the bridle ond saddle. It is the rule never to 
touch the rope, quirt, or other ports of onother 
cowboy's outfit. Of course, one mon will not 
wont to use another's saddle. 

"I woutdn't ride a mile in thot thing o* yourn 
for the best heifer thot runs the range," soys 
one cowboy, referring contemptuously to the 
prized saddle of onother. 

"i'd plum hove o misery if I had to ride 
yourn," is the reply. 

Port or oli of the horse herd will not be kept 
up at the ranch house, but it wilt be wotched 
so thot their whereobouts will be known. A 
cowboy moy be sent out in the morning to 
bring in one horse herd. Then follows one of 
the most picturesque events of the doy. 

The bunch of horses comes up on o gotlop, 
urged by the cowboy behind them. All sorts 
of horses ore in the collection. Atl of them 
rough of coot ond hard of form. And not one 
of them hos o pleosont expression os he turns 
into the ranch corrol, with his eors drooping 
ond his eyes rolling obout in seorch of trouble. 
Inside the corrol eoch horse runs obout ond 
dodges behind his fettows when he foncie« 
himseif wonted. He is doing his best to escape 
when he fotis into meek quiet os he feels the 
circle of rope. The cowboy teads him out ond 
throws the heovy saddle on his back. 

The horse stands there the picture of for- 
lornness ond derpoir, opporently upon his very 
lost legs ond quret unfit for travel. The cow- 
boy poys no ottention to all of thi s but pro- 
ceeds to cinch up the saddle. As he begins this 
the horse heoves o deep long breoth which 
converts htm temporarily into something of the 
figure of o bolloon. The cowboy knows whot 
this meons, ond putting his foot agoinst the 
side of the horse, he gives o quick, strong pull 
on the girth, which couses the horse to grunt 
in a grieved woy ond to lessen his size obruptly. 

The hind cinch is not drown tight for in re* 
gord to thot, the cow horse feels that it hos 
certoin rights to breathing room which even 
the cowboy is bound to res p eet. In o ny case, 
the pony moy pitch o little when the cowboy 
swings into the saddle. Especially if it hos not 
been ridden for some time. 

As Jim, our cowboy and one whom I li ked 



very much wh*n t wos a you nigsfer on the 
ranch, ridøs olong on his doy's work, he se«« 
many fhings which o tenderfoof would nof 
notice. He notes where o deer hos crossed the 
ronch rood. Whefø the wolves hove been ptay- 
ing in the sand. Where the bob cat has wolked 
along the muddy bank. He sees the track of 
the horse which crossed and con tell whether 
or not it is o fresh track. Perhaps it is part of 
his day's work to look up some of the ranch 
horses which have stroyed oway. 

The range in summer time is a breezy ond 
not unpleosant ploce to be in spite of the 
brittiant sun. Always the eyes of the cowboy 
roams over the expanse ahead. He con telt 
farther than the tenderfoot what is going on out 
on the horizon. He knows what is this distant 
horseman crossing the flat ahead. If it is a 
cowboy, he knows him becouse he rides 
stroight up in his stirrups with no crooking- 
back of the leg. If it is on Indion, he will be 
sitting hunched up, with his stirrups very short 
ond his leg bent back under the horse s beliy. 
riding with the eolf of his leg rather than with 
the thigh or knee. 

If Jim does not think thot a certoin horse- 
mon should be there ot this port of the range, 
he moy stop and unsling the field glasset 
which he sometimes corries with him as an aid 
in his work. He sees o littte bunch of young 
cows running up out of o draw and suspects 
thot the gray wolves may have pulled down 
o <'alf there. He sees the coyotes, reddish in 
the worm sun, sneoking off across the ptotn. 
He notes the Iow sweep of o big eogle, and 
watches o long time the actions of a bunch 
of antelopes. 

As he rides along the range, the cowboy 
keeps an eye out olong the wotering piaces 
to note any animol that moy have become" 
mired down. When he sees a big steer thus 
entropped, Jim rtdes up to the edge of the 
boggy ploce ond sets obouf pulting out the 
onimol. 

Jim does not love o rottlesnoke nor does his 
horse. He tokes o shot or so ot the snake with 
his srx-shooter not heeding the objections of 
the pony to the gun. A cow horse hos to get 
used to o greaf many stronge things. Or Jim 
moy dismount and kill the snoke with his quirt, 
rother o sho#t-ranked weapon for such o case. 

Some doy o^he cowbovi^ding his roundt 



about the range, his quick eye nray ndte out 
on the horizon o fotnt cloud which hos not the 
oppearonce of o dust frott. This he regardt 
intently, stopping his pony and loeking steod- 
fostty toword the spot. The little cloud does 
not pass awoy or grow less, but it wtdens and 
rises ond oli ot once fans out on the wind 
taking on the unmistakobly biue of smoke. This 
is firel 

If the gross be full ond high, as it it on 
some ports of the cottte country, and if the 
wind be strong ond in the right directton, the 
proirie fire will soon be o terrible thing. Every- 
thing is in donger. The entire profit of the sea- 
son wili be destroyed as well as oli the posti- 
bilities for next yeor. The cowboy rides back 
at full speed ond gives the alarm. The cowboys 
all know what to do in such o cote. Some of 
the men look to the buildings, corefully back- 
burning o brood strip oround them, so thot the 
full sweep of the fire witl not have to be met 
there. 

Riding along the edge of the line of the 
flame, two cowboys drog ot the ends of their 
ropes o wet green hide, o pile of wet blankets, 
or onything that witl serve to drog down ond 
beat out the ftome which must be stopped. 
Sometimes hetp con be obtoined in time from 
o neighboring ranch, The donger is common 
and hence oli witl hetp. 

Jim tought me to ride, to read "trail," ond 
to shoot. Those boyhood doyt on the ronch 
were wonderful. The traveller wos olways wet* 
comed. News come to us by letter, bookt, 
mogozines, old newspapers, and even by "gos* 
stp." In the old doys, deer, ontelope, wild tur- 
key, and sometimes smaller game often op* 
peared on the menu of the ronch. 

There ore now oil wetis where the cottle 
once ronged freely on the ranch. In place of 
the horses ore jeeps ond automobiles. Even 
the airplone it being used by some of the 
ranchers to keep on eye on their property. 
The radio and television have moved the Eost 
right into the West. 

But os long os there is the thirtt fer adven- 
ture, then the Western Ranch witl exist. The 
cowboy wilt otwoys be en hond te meet ony 
situation even when the firtt tpaceship from 
Mart lands on the Bar-H Renchl
